35-38), a time of spe¬ 
cial rejoicing before Him because of 
the harvest home, nml a time ,>f dwell¬ 
ing ln booths to remind them of the 
way He led and kept them In the wil¬ 
derness. This feast shall have a spe¬ 
cial and marvelous fulfillment ln the 
next age after Israel’s restoration nnd 
conversion, when ull nations shall send 
their representatives to Jerusalem from 
year to year to worship the King, the 
Lord of Hosts, aud to keep the feast of 
tabernacles (Zech. xlv, 10). Tbe Pass- 
over also shall have a fulfillment ln 
such a gathering of Isrnel from all na¬ 
tions us shall make tbe coming out of 
Egypt seem as nothing. Compare care¬ 
fully Luke xxil, 15, 16; Jer. xvl.

xxill. 5-8. The feast of our lesson Is 
not the feast of the Lord, but the Jews’ 
feast of tabernacles, with the Lord 
shut out (verse 2|.

The Cartons Banyan Tree. 

Botanists long ngo voted the banyan 
tree of India a place ln the catalogue 
of wonderful vegetable production. In 
its Infancy It resembles other trees In 
having n single stem or trunk nnd a 
dense head of follnge. As the tree In¬ 
creases In size, however, the branches 
spread nut horizontally to such a won¬ 
drous extent that they would be unable 
to support themselves had not nature 
come to the rescue with a remarkable 
provision. To supply the necessnry 
support the branches of the parent 
stem throw out here and there small 
fibrous shoots, which Immediately be¬ 
gin growing downward toward the 
earth. In a surprisingly Bhort time 
they reach the ground and take root 
nnd gradually Increase In size until 
they sometimes rlvnl the original 
trunk Itself. 

This new trunk, with Its numerous 
fibrous roots, renews the whole life of 
the tree. Other new limbs and shoots 
are rapidly thrown out until finally 
what was originally a single tree trunk 
becomes a considerable forest, each 
limb and shoot of which are curiously 
connected.

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SHOULO BE MANDAMUS PROCEEDINGS 


If This Action Is Taken And Granted By 
C oart, Wlcomleo’s Four Miles Of Stone 
Road Can Yet Be Secured This Year. 

It is up to the petitioners who have died 
bonds with the County Commissioners to 
guarantee their 10 per cent, of the cost of 
constructing four miles of macadamized 
road this year, to secure the road or not, 
as they decide. It is perfectly proper for 
them to bring mandamus proceedings ‘and 
it is almost the universal opinion of the 
local attorneys that the Court would grant 
such a mandamus petition. 1 here is no 
politics in this matter; it is one of simple 
right and justice. As the Commissioners 
have refused to exercise the power which 
the law places solely in their hands, that 
cannot be altered, lbe people are helpless 
unless the higher power of the Court is 
appealed to. If this is done, there 1 b very 
little doubt but that the four miles of 
road will be secured. If it is not done, 
the petitioners for the good roads and the 
count}' will suffer, for no adequate cause. 

Remember, if the four miles are built 
under the Bhoema»er law, they will only 
cost Wicomico county $2000 per mile-less 
than shell roads—and they are estimated 
to be at least 100 per ceut. better. This 
paper wrote to Mr. A. N. Johnson. High¬ 
way Engineer of the Maryland Geological 
Survey, for his opiuiou on the result of 
bringing mandamus proceedings. Mr. 
Johnson took the matter up before the 
Commission at its meeting on Wednesday 
and their conclusion is emtiodied in the) 
following letter:

Dear Sir: 1 am instructed by the Com¬ 
mission to say that there is nothing they 
enn do in connection with the petitions 
Hied by you, but thnt if mandamus pro¬ 
ceedings were undertaken and the matter 
settled in court there would be, so far as 
the Commission is concerned, no difficulty 
in your county obtaining its appropriation 
this year.

World's Fair at St. Louis has t>een award- 1 impossible to 
ed the distinctive honor of a grand prize 
for the best collective State mineral ex¬ 
hibit, a grand prize for an individual ex¬ 
hibit of Maryland coal, ami also one for 
bricks of Marylaud clay. 8 gold medals. 

28 silver medals and 8 bronze medals—42 
awards in all. 

The awards In the Mines and Metallurgy 
Building were much delayed, f.nd the offi¬ 
cial sDiiouncement of these prizes has only 
just beeu made by Mr. Juhu McGibbon, 
secretary of the international jurv of 
awards. The honor to this State wbb 
largely due to the care and skill which Dr. 

Clark and his assistants—Dr. D. B. Mathews, 

Dr. Hurry F’ielding Reid and Mr. A. N. 

Johnson—exercised liidisplaying their ma¬ 
terial to the very best advantage. A grand 
prize went to the Consolidation Coal Com¬ 
pany. and another was given to the Hy¬ 
draulic Pressed Brick Company, of Wash¬ 
ington, for bricks made of Maryland clay. 

Of the gold medals awarded, one was 
given to Dr. Clark as director of the ex¬ 
hibit, one to the Maryland World’s Fair 
( ommisslon tor Its exhibit of building 
stones, and one each to tbe Maryland Geo- 
logical Survey publications. Silver medals 
were awarded to Dr. E B. Mathews Dr. 

Harry Fielding and Mr. A. N. Johnson as 
collaborators in tbe preparation of the 
State exhibit. 

Maryland's St Louis exhibit was very 
largely increased over previous displays 
and represented tbe geology, minerology 
and paleutology of the Slate, a large dis¬ 
play of maps, sections, photographs, pub¬ 
lications, geological fosHils, and a full ill¬ 
ustration of the work of the highway di¬ 
vision of the Survey. 


JACKSON TESTIMONY IN. 

Mr. Rose Says Way Was Made Easy For 
The Democrats. 

'I he taking of testimony for Congressman 
William H. Jackson in bis contest against 
Mr. Thomas A. Smith for the seat in Con¬ 
gress from tbe First Congressional district 
has been practically completed, and in a 
few days the counsel for Mr Smith will 
begin their side of the case. 

Mr John C. Rose. who. with Mr. Robert 
P. Graham, 1 b representing Mr. Jackson, 
said that, without discussing tbe disputed 
points of law or fact, the undisputed facts 
as they now appear are: 

"In every county of tbe district the ballot 
was so arranged by the Boards of Super¬ 
visors of Election as to make it as easy 
as possible for any voter to vote tbe straight 
Democrat ticket. 

"In ODe county of tbe district! Wicomico) 
tbe ballot was so arranged as to give the 
Democrats no other advantage than neces¬ 
sarily bad to be given to eitber one party 
or the other. That much in Wicomico the 
Democrats obtniued. but as to that there 
is no complaint by the contestant. l>ecause 
one party or the other had to have the de¬ 
gree of advantage given iu Wicomico. 

"In every other county *of tbe district 
eitber the Prohibition or the Socialist tick¬ 
et was so printed as to make it easy for 
the voters who wanted to do so. while the 
Republican candidates were so printed on 
the ballot as to make it much more diffi¬ 
cult to find their names. 

in Somerset county Mr. Rose contends, 
it nas proved thut the form of the ballot 
wns never submitted to nor approved by 
the Supervisors but it was arruuged tiy 
the counsel of the tionrd, and in 12 of the 
IS districts tbe printer was directed to put 
uu additional fold, it is claimed, used 
to cover the names of the Congressional 
candidates. 

1 be same printer it is stated, at tbe 
same tin e received an order to print the 
Democrat specimen ballot and to fold them 
iu the same way as the official ballots. It 
is further abundantly proved, Mr. Rose 
sayH, that the Democrat voters in tbe 
county had in large part been informed, 
in advance of tbe election, of this peculiar 
fold and tbe Republican voters had not. 

As a result, it is said, o Jt'of 81)82 persons 
who tendered ballots iu tbe 18 districts 
which have been recounted, 7V2 wore re¬ 
jected. Of this number Mr. Rose claims. 
463 show tbe IntentioD of the voter to have 
beeu to vote for Jackson, and 141 for 
Smith. There were 147 who voted for 
Roosevelt and Fairlianks who did not vote 
for any Congressional candidate. 

Mr. Robo goes on to Bay that in Wor¬ 
cester county many ballots were thrown 
out, not because they were improperly 
marked, but because they were not folded 
properly by tbe voter, and also con¬ 
tends that in this county, in two districts, 
small pencil marks appeared on the Repub¬ 
lican ballots, similar to those in tbe Mc- 
Lane-Wacbter election, and that because 
of these marks these balluts were not count 
ed. In one district, he says, wbero 83 
ballots of this kind were thrown out. 32 
were for Mr. Jackson. Of the 41)11 iejected 
in Worcester Mr. Rose claims 312 were cast 
for Jackson. 

In concluding Mr. Rose says: 

"As much of this testimony has not yet 
been written up by tbe stenographer it is 
give precise figures. One 
thing is certain, however and that is that 
in the two counties of Somerset anil Wor¬ 
cester alone more than 1,800 persons who 
went to the polls to vote and who were 
duly qualified and registered voters had 
their ballots rejected. 

"Iu the district,as a whole.it is probable 
thnt there were 3,000 such qualified voters 
who received ballots and returned them to 
tbe election officers who were disfranchis¬ 
ed. Another thins is absolutely certain, 
and that is that tbe particular rules which 
were applied iu one district so as to dis- 
frtticliiso, perhaps, 20 per ceut. or more of 
tho voters of the district were in the ad¬ 
joining districts cheerfully ignored by all 
the parties. ’ ’

Citv Council Proceedings. 

’J lie City Council have instructed their 
counsel Mr. L. Atwood Benuett.and.speidal 
counsel, Mr. N. T. Fitch, to draw up an 
ordinance in regard to tbe use of the streets 
by the Salisbury Water Company. Five 
huodred dollars per year, the same sum 
tbe city uow pays fur water plugs, will be 
charged by the Council for the use of the 
city streets, they claiming the water com 
pauy not to have a franchise. 

A civil eugiueer, at the request of Mayor 
Harper aud City Councilman W. U. Polk, 
was In Salisbury last week looking over 
the streets aud advising the officials in re¬ 
gard to the appropriation of $20,<8)0. His 
viewH did nothing but confirmed the former 
luvestlgatious of the Council uud commit¬ 
tees appointed by them, and uow, satisfied 
that tbe plan is practical, we understand 
the Council will make the appropriation 
at once. Dock, Main aud Division streets 
up to the intersection at Church Btreet will 
be paved with vitrified brick. From there 
it is likely Division street will be macada¬ 
mized to the Baltimore, Chesapeake aud 
Atlantic Railway station, as It seems the 
property holders uloug Church Ktreot to the 
New York, Philadelphia and Norfolk Rail¬ 
road stutiou are not willing to pay their 
half of the cost for macadamizing their 
street. •

The feature of the Inauguration 
monies which the president enjoyed 
most of all was his reception of Cap¬ 
tain Seth Bullock’s cow punchers Im¬ 
mediately ufter tbe parade, says a 
Washington special dispatch to the 
New York World. Mr. Roosevelt was 
so anxious to see his old friends of the 
range that he stepped out under the 
northern portico of the White House 
bareheaded and waited for them to 
come up from the west gate. 

"Here come my cow puncher 
friends!’’ he exclaimed to the small 
party that surrounded him. "And they 
are the best fellows on earth.” 

Before Captain Bullock, who led the 
band, was under the portico the pres¬ 
ident waved his hand at him and 
shouted. “Seth, old man, you were the 
hit of the parade!'’ 

Bullock dismounted and Introduced 
the cowboys to the pr.sldent us they 
rode up. The president shook hands 
with each one of them and two or 
three times with those with whom ho 
was best acquainted on the range. All 
of the cowboys stayed on their horses, 
and only three of them took their hats 
off when they were Introduced. 

Half of them uddressed the persldent 
as Teddy. 

The president’s favorite wordB of 
welcome to them were. 

“So gluil to see jou again." 

"I am delighted to have the pleasure 
of seeing you aguiu.” 

This Is a great pleasure, a great 
pleasure." 

The remarks of the cow punchers 
were more varied. 

“Teddy, I wouldn't have missed see¬ 
ing you for all of the money from hell 
to Texas!" shouted one of the South 
Dakota crowd. 

I wouldn't huve missed Beeing you 
for—anything," replied the president 
•This is the proudest day of my life 
and will he until I am president my¬ 
self," Haiti u Moutauu cowboy. 

“I hope you will be.” answered Mr. 
Roosevelt. 

This Is me and Pete. Ix>ok out for 
me uud Pete!" roared a young fellow 
with u during red handkerchief uround 
his neck. "1 uni from Oklahoma," he 
added as he grasped the president's 
hand, "and you're from South Dakota, 
but you're all rigid, all rigid, Teddy." 

Nearly all of the cowboys Informed 
the president that he was "all right." 

One of them rode back nfter be had 
been Introduced and said: 

"I want to i^et a good look at you to 
see if you are the sume 'Bad Lauds 
Teddy' that we knew out on the 
range." 

'1 urn Just the same. Just the same,” 
replied the president us he stepped 
buck so that the light fell full on his 
face. 

‘Dush me if you ain’t," said the cow¬ 
boy as be hold tightly to the presi¬ 
dent's hand and studied his face. 

Y'ou're the boss of the ranch here, too, 
and 1 want to tell you that I'm glad 
you are." 

‘1 know It; I know you are,” was the 
president's laughing response, uud aft¬ 
er two more handshakes the man from 
the Bad Lands gave way to the next 
cow puncher. 

When Seth Bullock’s son rump along 
hla father started to introduce him, but 
tbe president Interrupted him with, 
“You don't need to tell me who he is; 

1 remember young Seth." 

The president stopped several of the 
cowboys for a moment when one or the 
other recalled some Incident In which 
they hnd both tlgured. After the last of 
the baud passed through they assem¬ 
bled Just outside of the portico and 
gave three shrill cowboy yells. 

“Thank you! Thank you!" repeated 
the president. “I won’t go bnck on my 
own rough riders, but next to them 
you were the best feature of the show. 
I wouldn't have missed having you 
here for anything. Goodby und good 
luck!” 

With a succession of yells, the happy 
cow punchers swept out of the grounds 
and down Pennsylvania aveuue. 

The members of Troop A and the 
rough riders,- went Into the White 
House lu small squads and Hliook hands 
with the president. Just before the 
New York troops left the president 
said to them: 

"1 want to suy a word of flanks to 
the troops thut were my escort when I 
was Inaugurated governor, when 1 was 
Inaugurated as vice president, und now 
when 1 am Inaugurated as president 
I want to tell you how I appreciate 
your coming here and how proud I am 
of you. You are not only a brave up 
pearing body of men, but yon have the 
fighting stuff In you.”

He had the boys ride np to the door of 
the ranch house and shook bands with 
each and remembered every one be 
knew nineteen years ago on the Little 
Missouri, when he had the Maltese 
cross outfit 

“Every cowboy In the brigade 
mightily Impressed with the ceremony 
today. A lot of them hare never bee n 
east of the Missouri river, and, §1 
though they are as keen as can be 
found anywhere, this visit to Wash¬ 
ington Is Just the thing they needed to 
show them what a great couutry this 
Is. 

"As far as that goes, 1 think no one 
can come to Washington from any part 
of the United States without being 
struck by the ulmlghty bigness of the 
government. They get an Idea, too, 
what their representatives are doing 
for them, and It Is a lot. Neither of 
aur senators from South Dakota nor 
our representatives cau make his ex¬ 
penses out of his salary. 

"There is a lot of patriotism In this 
country, and It certainly stuck out all 
over this town today. 

“I saw millionaires waving tings and 
yelling themselves hoarse for the pres¬ 
ident, nnd when* we cowboys came 
along there in front of his reviewing 
stand we got the glad hand from the 
president more than any one else we 
saw. 

“Compared with tbe noise made by 
the plug-hnt-nnd-bolled-shlrt political 
clubs, the cowboy brigade was Quak¬ 
erish and decorous. To the president 
It made no difference where a club 
came from or whether or not It repre¬ 
sented a lot of ensh. If the people In 
the organization were good, clean cut, 
likely appearing Americans tbe pres¬ 
ident would lean over the rail and 
wave his hat to them. 

“Every man In the 30,000 marching 
ought to know, unless he Is plumb 
locoed, thnt the boy who Is now In the 
White House Is game nnd will do Just 
what he says—give a square deni to 
every man. Thnt Is the renson the 
cowboys who nrc with me enme down 
here. They want to show their appre¬ 
ciation of having one of their own 
kind of men In the saddle rendy to 
brand every proposition according to 
Its merltH nnd to rope any Job that 
comes his way and not ask any man to 
do nnythlng he Isn’t willing to do him 
self. 

“A man who Is big enough to build 
the Panama canal nnd put Irrigation 
ditches nil through the west nnd make 
It blossom like a rose nnd Insist on a 
nnvy large enough to keep the door 
open In Chinn Is the mnn for ns. 

The cowboys In this brigade are a 
clean cut, solier. Industrious lot. and 
when you find sixty such men who are 
agreed thnt the president Is O. K. you 
can Just mnrk It down thnt their ver¬ 
dict Is straight goods. 

It meant a lot to us to see these 
hundreds of thousands of people round 
ed up In Washington to watch Theo¬ 
dore become president on his own re¬ 
sponsibility. It Is all right to tnlk 
about the splendor of tbe durbars lu 
India, but they are not to he com¬ 
pared with this. The durbar Is an out 
fit of people who ride and do other 
Btunts because they are ordered to. 
The people who attended the Inaugural 
do It because they want to. Of course 
boiui' of the army and navy are ordered 
to Washington, but If they were not 
they would like to come Independently 
T am a great believer In the flag 
and the effect It hiiH on gatherings like 
these. The liest thing for this country 
would be for every man nnd woman to 
get a ehnnee to come to Washington 
und rub up agnlnst people from other 
ranges. 

"Borne of the boys ure pretty much 
Impressed with the number of white 
people In the eiiBt. 

"They put us pretty well back In the 
procession, but we did not enre, for our 
rules ure, 'Don’t kick, don’t knock; nel 
ther kick nor knock.’ 

"We were formed down near the cap 
Itol, and the critters stood the waiting 
pretty well. They are used to brilliant 
western sunsets, but thnt was the only 
thing that saved them from bolting 
when these gold lace governors' staffs 
went loping by. 

“It has been a greut roundup—about 
the most successful ever held, I guess 
Theodore certaluly did make good med 
lclne."

The 
correspondent haH live In Tokyo for 
nearly a year and has met many thou 
sands of soldiers on the streets and 
has not seen one drunken mail, a quar 
rel or disturbance of any kind. “Good 
order, good discipline and good humor 
seem to be universally prevalent.”

Imagine playing plngpong with on 
eleven Inch shell for a ball, huge can¬ 
non for bats, mountains for a netl The 
story of this, unquestionably tbe big¬ 
gest game of plngpong ever played, 
was recently told to the New York 
World by Captain H. A. Saxe of the 
Russian navy Just before he sailed for 
France on his way home on parole. 

Captain Saxe was one of the Russian 
naval officers who were In Port Ar¬ 
thur throughout the siege and who fell 
Into the handB of the Japanese when 
the fortress surrendered. He was In 
command of the naval transport Qer- 
mak, which was sunk Just before the 
capitulation. The game of artillery 
plngpong he described as follows; 

“We had used up all the ammunition 
for our big guns. We sailors were on 
shore fighting side by Bide with the 
landsmen on the fortifications, our 
ships having been sunk or destroyed 
one after another. The Japanese kept 
up a bombardment that was Incessant 
Night and day their shells rained down 
upon us. But not all of them burst 
and this fact gave us ammunition 
when we hnd none of our own. The 
eleven Inch shells burst less frequently 
than the smaller ones, the renson for 
this being that they axo loaded with an 
extremely powerful explosive nnd the 
men who fit the fulminating caps to 
them are afraid to handle them except 
very delicately. The consequence 1 b 
thnt to many of them the caps are not 
properly adjusted, and the explosion of 
the fulminate falls to explode the shell. 
The smaller shells londed with black 
powder, are handled with less delicacy 
because they are not so dangerous, and 
their yips rnrely fall to explode them. 

Many shells were tossed bnck and 
forth more than ouce. I know of one 
thnt was so used nt Least for times. 
Tbe Japanese tired It nt us. We fired 
It back at them. They returned It, and 
we tossed It hack, and so on. The last 
time I saw It I wrote this message on 
a piece of pnper, 'If this does not ex¬ 
plode this time you should put It In a 
museum,’ and directed the man In 
charge of the battery to place It Inside 
where the Japanese would find It. He 
did so nnd tired It at tbe enemy. I 
don’t know whether It exploded or not, 
but we never nhw It again. 

“We could tell the number of times a 
shell was fired through the threud of 
the screw In the cap hole. The Japanese 
screws turn from right to left, the Rus¬ 
sian from left to right. And every time 
a new fuse was screwed In It left Its 
mark In the brass lining—oum from 
left to right, those of the Japanese 
from right to left. So there was no dif¬ 
ficulty In knowing the number of times 
It had been fired by each side.” 

Were there many women In tbe 
city?" 

More than a hundred. We kept 
them busy In the hospitals, and there 
wax plenty of work for them to do. 
Most of them were the wives and fam¬ 
ilies of officers of the garrison or resi¬ 
dents of the town, uud few were pro¬ 
fessional nurses. But they behaved 
nobly nnd ministered to the sick and 
wounded day und night as If they had 
been specially trained for nursing. 

"But the work In the hospitals was 
a ghastly affnlr In tbe lust few months. 
If you can Imagine performing serious 
surgical operations without antisep¬ 
tics, without nunesthetlcs and without 
bandages, you can form some Idea of 
whnt our surgeons hnd to do. If you 
can Imagine treating hundreds — aye, 
thousands—of men sick with scurvy 
aud having no medicine for them, you 
cau form an Idea of what our physi¬ 
cians did. 

“It was a frightful thing, cutting off 
legs and arms without chloroform or 
ether or antiseptics, but the soldiers 
stood It nobly. Operations like lapa¬ 
rotomy and trephining were also per 
formed on conscious men, but of 
course the percentage of deaths was 
terrific, for without antiseptics such 
wounds are hard to heal. What 
often wonder at la that so many brave 
fellows recovered and went back to 
the trenches to fight the enemy. 

"When we exhausted our supply of 
bandages we took old ones and washed 
them for use ngnln. This was not dif¬ 
ficult so long ns we had soap. We 
made our own Honp out of fat and 
potash, but the time came when there 
was no more potash, so we could make 
no more soap. All we could do to re 
new the bandages thon was to steam 
them. This only partially cleaned 
them, and the absence of any anti 
septlcs rendered their uae perilous 
But they were all we hnd, and we 
made the best use we could of them. 

"Many a man was wounded three or 
four times nnd each time wns cured In 
the hospital und returned to the trench 
es. I know one officer who was lu the 
hospital eight times, badly wounded on 
each occasion, but ns s > m ns he could 
walk about lie 'vc t hack nt the front 
with his men Yhe spirit Atfid the 
heroic seif Mtc'-'Uce of suue of these 
men were simply superhi 
"The paucity nnd pool • quality of the

the Japanese doctors gave to tbe men, 
there were thirty odd deaths a day to 
the hospital at Dalny, to which tbe 
prisoners were taken.” 

“How did you protect youraelrm 
from the ram of shells T’ 

“We bad bombproofa made of steel 
rails, and these were some protection 
against the six Inch shel^ hut wjjpn 
the eleven inch shells began to poor 
down upon ns our bombproOfs might 
just ns well have been made of card¬ 
board for all the good they did. Under¬ 
ground burrows might have been a pro¬ 
tection, but there was no opportunity 
to use them, for every available men 
was needed to repel the attacks of the 
enemy. The Japanese -soon got the 
range and sent their shells with deadly 
precision wherever they would reach 
tbe most men. They had long before 
wrecked the town with their bombard¬ 
ment, and In the latter months they 
aimed at the men. We grew callous. 
The Incessant shrieking of shells orer 
and nbout one has Its terrors at drat, 
but one soon grows used to evetf this, 
and we ceased to pay attention to 
them. 

"Port Arthur Is the first city in tbe 
history of the world .that was ever 
bombarded by eleven Inch guns. When 
the first of these giant shells fell among 
us we thought It had been thrown from 
a warship, but when they followed one 
nfter another with perfect precision 
and aim we knew that no ship had fired 
them, for such accuracy of aim la Im¬ 
possible from n floating battery. These 
shells wrought carnage In our ranks. 
The number of them the Japanese 
threw was stupendous. I know that 
on one day 800 fell, which Ib an aver¬ 
age of more than one every two min¬ 
utes. 

"Tbe noise of such constant cannonad¬ 
ing duy anil night and the necessity of 
being ever on the alert and of taking 
your turn on tho firing line or the ad¬ 
vanced posts hud a fearful effect upon 
our uorves, anil It Is a wonder we were 
not all maniacs before the capitulation. 
Wn became so accustomed, however, 
to having the din of battle In our ears 
that on one day—I think It was Jan. 2— 
when the Japanese fired no shells at 
us we were dazed by the silence. We 
kept putting our bands to our ears as 
If we were deaf. You know how after 
n long Journey by rail, with the rattle 
of the wheels constantly In your ears, 
when you reach your destination you 
continue to hear the rattle of the 
wheels. You know how you feel the 
motion of n ship after you step ashore. 
Well, It was a sensation not unlike 
thnt. The roar was In our ears, though 
mnffled, even after the bombardment 
had ceased." 

And then there was the noise of 
your own guns," remnrked the re¬ 
porter. 

Our own guns?” replied Captain 
8axe. “They did not count, for we 
hud no ammunition to fire except 
wbat the Japanese sent us aud did 
not explode. The fighting was fierce, 
but on our side It was all at close 
range. The enemy were so close to 
us thut we could hear them cough 
and sneeze. It was uo use to fire 
rifles ut them; they were too near. 
Our men threw hand grenndes and 
fought them bnck with the bayonet. 
Tbey hud only twelve feet to leap to 
be Inside our fortifications, but for 
months we held them back by sheer 
force of fighting, and they never were 
able to tnuke thut twelve foot leap.” 

“And what of General Stoessel, about 
whom his subordinates express such 
varied opinions?" 

“A grand man, a noble man!" cried 
Captain Saxe, his eyes glowing with 
enthusiasm. "He shared ull the hard¬ 
ships of his men; he asked no one to 
go Into any peril where he would not 
go himself; he Inspired us all with hla 
heroism. General Kondratchenko was 
us brave and as loyul, but no more so. 
He was Btoessel’s right arm through¬ 
out the siege. They worked and 
fought togothor, and when Kon 
dratchenko fell a hero perished.” 

"Is there any man who can be sin¬ 
gled out as the hero of Port Arthur?” 

"Every man who was through the 
siege proved hlniBelf a hero; none more 
than another. Such hardships, such 
wounds, such scenes of ghastly horror, 
such fighting endured so long with such 
splendid fortitude, eutltle every man 
of the thousands who defended Port 
Arthur to the laurels of a hero. Stoea- 
sel surrendered because there was 
nothing else to do. To have resisted 
further would have meant a wanton 
sacrifice of life, for the soldiers were 
dying by thousands of starvation, dis¬ 
ease and wounds. We had no ammuni¬ 
tion left to fight with and no food left 
to sustain us. The Japanese had beaten 
us back Inch by Inch, and no human 
power could prevent them from cap¬ 
turing the city. Therefore capitulation 
was all that was left for us. We had 
made as good a fight as men could 
have made, nnd there would have been 
no sense lu fighting against tho Inevita¬ 
ble. We who were with the general, 
working under his orders and seeing 
his conduct, know he Is a hero.” 

At this point a party of ladles, arriv¬ 
ing to tuke Captain Baxe to an enter¬ 
tainment. brought the Interview to a 
sudden close.

Text of the Lesson, John lx, 1-11. 
Memory Verses, lO, 11—Golden Text, 
John lx, 5 —Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns.

How manifold are the scenes and 
events In Scripture which ,so clearly 
reveal to ub God and His love and our- 
■elves and our sinfulness! All our 
righteousnesses are only filthy rags, 
and we must be born from above; we 
are actual sinners, but we may become 
wells of living water; we are utterly 
Impotent, but without human Instru¬ 
mentality or ordinances He can make } 
us whole; He can satisfy our hunger 
and use us to feed the hungry. And 
now we are reminded that we are 
blind, but He can give na sight and 
use us to open the eyes of others. Like 
this man, we were born blind, by na¬ 
ture children of wrath, dead In sins, 
without Christ, having no hope and 
without God (Eph. 11, 3, 5, 12), blinded 
by the god of this world, wretched and 
miserable and poor and blind and na¬ 
ked (11. Cor. iv, 4; Rev. Ill, 17), our lives 
all waste and void and dark, but God, 
who commanded the light to shine out 
of darkness, can shine in the darkest 
heart (Gen. 1, 2; II Cor. lv, 6). 

It is to this day n common belief 
that If any one Is afflicted there must 
have been some Individual Bln back of 
It, some reason for the affliction or 
trial, but our Lord’s reply on this occa¬ 
sion Indicates the groundlessness of 
such a supposition. While all are sin¬ 
ners and sin is at the root of all Buf¬ 
fering and some suffering may be 
caused by particular Individual sin, as 
In the case of the Impotent man (John 
v, 14). yet If parents have blind or 
deaf or dumb r palsied children there 
Is no good reason for thinking that 
some special sin on the part of the 
parents lies back of It. 

The sickness and death of Lazarus, 
the brother of Martha and Mary, and 
all the sorrow of the sisters were for 
the glory of God, that the Son of God 
might be glorified thereby (John xL 
4). Who would not be willing to be 
material on which the Son of God 
might show Ills power and work the 
works of Illm that sent Him? (Verse4.) 
Thinking of Him as the Carpenter of 
Nazareth, one has said; “I pray, O 
Master, let me lie as on Thy bench the 
favored wood; Thy plane. Thy saw, 
Thy chisel ply and work me Into some¬ 
thing good.” 

He, the living word. Is the light of 
the world (1, 1); vlli, 12; xil, 46); the 
written word which all speak of Him 
is also a light (Ps. cxlx, 106, 130), and 
those who are born of the Spirit and 
the word. Into whose hearts the light 
haB shone, being filled with the Spirit 
and the word, are the light of the 
world because of the life of Jesus 
made manifest In them (Matt v, 14, 
16). Wc are nothing and can do noth¬ 
ing apart from Him. He must do it 
all, yst He pleases to us* sometimes 
hnman Instrumentality. Ia not tbp 
clay, made of the earth and something 
from His mouth, suggestive of the sin¬ 
ner born by the word of God? He put 
the clay on the eyes of the blind man 
and sent him to Siloam to wash It off 
and thus receive his sight. He who 
loved to speak of Himself as ’’sent of 
God” (thirty-four times In this gospel) 
sent the man with the clay on his eyes 
to wash It off in Siloam. which means 
“sent” (verse 7). Being born of God, 
He uses us to open other blind eyes, 
provided we are willing to be washed 
off, to fall back Into Him who sends 
and uses us. that He may he glorified. 
We have the treasure In earthen ves¬ 


sels that tue excellency of the (power 
may be of God and not of us, for we 
are not sufficient to think anything as 
of ourselves, but aur sufficiency Is of 
God (II Cor. Iv, 7; 111. 5). If we would 
be used of Qod we must hear Him fitly, 
‘•Behold, as the clay Is In the potter’s 
hand, so are ye In Mine hnnd," and we 
must reply. “O Lord, Thou art our Fa¬ 
ther. we are the clay and Thou our 
potter, and we nil nre the work of Thy 
hnnd” (Jer. xvlll, 6; Isn. lxlv, 8). The 
least desire on the part of the clay to 
be framed or made anything of may 
prevent our being used, for no flesh 
shall glory In His presence. 

The njan who had been blind was so 
chnnged that some of his neighbors 
hardly knew him. I, too, have seen 
just such a change in many sinners 
after the light shone In. in a recent 
letter from Porto Rico Mrs. Ferrando 
writes; "It Is wonderful to see how the 
entrance of the truth changes the 
whole person. Even the faces seem 
not the same, so great Is the change of 
expression which comes into them." Is 
It not written that “If any man be in 
Christ he Is a new creature; old things 
are passed away; all things are become 
new?” (II Cor. v, 17.) And unless 
there Is In some form a very manifest 
change Is there not reason to inquire 
If there is really a new creation? One 
must be able to say, “One thing I 
know—that, whereas I was blind, now 
1 see” (verse 25). 

This new life Is, however, so costly— 
I mean the manifestation of It, the open 
confession of it—that many nre not 
willing to pay the price. See wbat It 
cost this man—reviling and excommu¬ 
nication (verses 28. 34, margin), but 
•ven that led to fuller revelntlon of 
Christ. The cost of our redemption 
fell wholly upon Christ, bnt the cost 
of dlseipleshlp falls upon the believer, 
for the Mnst6r said, “Whosoever he be 
of you that forsuketh not all that he 
hath he cannot he My disciple” (Luke 
xlv. 33i. "The servant Is uot greater 
than Ills Lord; if they have persewted 
Me they will also persecute you” (John 
xv, 20). How pitiful to be blind and 
yet fancy we see! Far better to know 
we nre blind and cry: "Lord, that I 
might receive my sight!" "Open Thou 
mine eyes!" (Verses 30-41.)

JIM CROW LAW. 

On Wednesday the Court of Appeals, in 
handing down an opinion in tbe case of 
William R. H. Hart agalust the Htate of 
Maryland, sustained the Jim Crow law, 
but held that the provisions ot that meas¬ 
ure cannot apply to interstate passengers. 
Under this ruling Hart, who is u colored 
man, wins his case,as he was on a through 
train bound from New York to Washing¬ 
ton. 

In the operation of the law rullroads 
made it a point on inter-state trains to 
open the "Jiui-Crow" car as soon as the 
train enterod Maryland, and. vice versa, 
to oloKe it as soon us the train left the Htate.

The long eured bat puts Itself to bed 
In wraps not only of its own wings, 
but supplemented by the folding of Its 
own enormous ears. This little British 
mammal, the body of which Is only 
two Inches long from the tip of the 
nose to the base of the tall, has the 
largest ears, in proportion to its size, of 
any animal In the world. They are an 
Inch nnd a half long and three-quar¬ 
ters of an Inch broad, and when their 
owner proposes to go to sleep it bends 
them outward and then backward, 
folding them down on either side of Its 
head aud shoulders before bringing up 
the wings to cover its aides.
